In a similar way, relig ion was made an 
object o f study and

countless clerg ymen and Interested, open-eyed

T he lack of insig ht in this simple fact is 
a m ajor cau.se for the deplorable and incom ­ 
prehensible indifference which is slowly in­ 
fecting 
and 
polluting 
the 
atm osphere 
of 
civilization. 
W hen the demoralizing and pernicious 
result of this process becomes visible to 
ali, it will be too late to do anything 
about it. 
A h um an world w ithout relig ion will be 
choked to death, and In its hysterical, fear­ 
ful convulsions th e g ood ones will inevitably 
perish tog ether w ith the evil ones. 
This is the reason for the sacred and in­ 
escapable duty, imposed on m en of under­ 
standing . to raise their voices as long as 
there is still time.

This is th e reason why leading laymen, 
scientists, psycholog ists, and so forth, stand 
up today and profess their faith in relig ion 
publicly. 
They feel th a t the preservation of 
m ank ind’s safety cannot be left any long er 
to theolog ians and clerg ymen alone. 
W hen rising floods th rea ten to sweep away 
th e protecting dams, eng ineers can only point 
out the w'ork to be done; if not thousands join 
h ands in re-enforcing the crumpling barriers, 
th ey all will be drowned. 
M any m ay think, it i.s not so dang erous; 
preachers, they suspect, ex ag g erate like propa­ 
g andists to make people do wmat they w ant 
th e m to do. 
Othera may even mock and eall out 
—to use Isaiah’s words— “ l^ t Him make

They are now living in Lancaster, 
l^banon.

Mifflin counties in Pennsylvania and 
some are located in nearby states 
The Rev. Smoker told the group 
how they migrate to other sections 
for three rea.sons: not enough land 
for the children of the communltv 
to have farms of their own; cheaper 
farm land in other sections, and 
division of thought as to modern 
conveniences.
